Chief of the 
reasons were the difficulties experienc- 
ed by the mines in securing labor and 
in getting full time work from that 
available and that certain of the west- 
ern coal would not stand outdoor 
storing without deterioration, making 
the dealers hegitate to stock it in any 
quantity. Coffsumers, notwithstand- 
ing repeated warnings, had not laid in 
as much as was hoped, due in some 
measure to the difficulty in financing 
at once a whole or considerable por- 
tion of a season's supply. Railways 
had found it difficult to replace 
capable employees called to the colors, 
Troop movements and heavy emerg- 
ency traffic had made great demand 
on the railways. If a coal shortage 
should develop this coming winter, 
said Mr. Stone, it will not be because 
the railways have failed to do every- 
thing in their power to prevent it.

GRAIN TAKEN | 


TO BRITAIN BY 
| PANAMA ROUTE 


VANCOUVER, Aug. 9.—The abso- 
lute feasibility of shipping grain and 
flour through the Panama route to the 
United Kingdom was again demon- 
strated today by a report received 
from a shipping concern which- has 
just landed a large consignment of 
these commodities in a United King- 
dom port. The cargo consisted of 54,- 
600 bushels of grain, which, with 
flour, also went as 1,690 tons net. It 
was purchased as an experiment by 
the Dominion government and ship- 
ped three months ago from Vancouver. 
After a thirty-two days’ voyage, which 
included nine days spent in vgrious 
ports, the grain and flour was landed 
in Great Britain. None of the grain 
was damaged, but, rather, was in a 
highly satisfactory condition, and was 
handled by suction elevator and land- 
ed on the British wharf “in the pink 
of condition,” 

The flour, said the report, was also 
handled in excellent shape. 

Temperature charts kept to show 
the degrees of the vessels’ hoid as 
compared with the temperature of the 
sea and tropical atmosphere showed 
only one or two degrees variation on 
joe voyage.

Huns May Abandon Whole 
| Montdidier Salient as Result 
Of the Allies’ New Victories 


WASHINGTON, Aug 9.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-Over a curving front 
of more than twenty miles the British 
and French troops are continuing to 
sweep back the Germans across the 
plains of Picardy from the region 
north of the Somme east cf Morlan- 
court to the eastern bank of the Arve 
northwest of Montdidier. 

To the north of Picardy theatre the 
Germans also. have given ground on 


two important sectors—on the famous 


Lye salient, northwest of La Basse, 
and in the region southwest of Ypres, 
on the equally famous battleground 
north of Kemmel. On the Lys sector 
territory over a front of more than 
seven miles was evacuated by the 
enemy, while to the north of Kemmel 
the British advanced their line over a 
front exceeding one thousand yards. 
The manoeuvres on the part of the 
Germans seemingly indicate that they 
either considered their ground inse- 
cure in the face of the heavy forces 
General Haig is known to have in both 
regions to ward off any attempt to 
reach the channel ports, or that 
Crown Prince Rupprecht’s army has 
been materially decreased in strength 
to rush reinforcements to the battle 
zone, where the German armies in 
the south are being sorely harassed.

LONDON, Aug. 9.—Canadian “troops have captured Warvillers, 
about two and a half miles south of Rozieres, while the French have 
taken Arvillers, to the southeast of Warvillers and seven miles 
from Roye. The Germans re-captured Chipilly, north of the Somme, 
by a strong counter-attack. 


LONDON, Aug. -9.—Haig’s report this evening reads: 

‘‘During the morning the Allied armies renewed their attack on 
the whole battle-front south of the Somme and have made progress 
at all points, in spite of increasing hostile resistance, 

“French troops, extending the front of their attack southward, 
captured the village of Pierrepont and the wood north thereof. 
North and northeast of this locality French troops made rapid prog- 
ress and realized an advance of more than four miles in the course 
of the day:

HELD UP BY 
“CONSTABLE” 


Unknown Shows Badge and Dem. 


onstrates with Revolver— 
Demands Papers 


Two members of the mechanical 
staff of The Buljetin were held up 
on Jasper avenue on Friday morning, 
as they were on their way home, by a 
man who claimed to be a police con- 
stable, either city, provincial or Do- 
minion, who was in citizen's clothes 
and displayed a revolver, demanding 
that The Bulletin men produce their 
papers. The man has not yet been 
identified. 

It was half-past four o'clock in the 
morning, after the paper had gone to 
press that J. V. Detior, assistant fore- 


man, and Albert Meers, proof boy, 
were going east on Jasper. Mr. Detlor 
was slowly riding on Meers’ wheel 


while the owner walked on the side- 
walk. 

Opposite the “We Should Worry” a 
man who seemd to come out of the 
place stepped into the street, caught 
hold of the back frame of the bicycle 


and forced the rider to dismount. He 
Was about six feet tall and smooth 
shaven, He demanded Mr. Detlor's 


military papers, at the same time dis- 
playing a badge which could not be 
distinetly made out in the darkness. 
He wanted to know why The Bulletin 
men were out at that hour, what they 
were doing and why they were ex- 
empted from military service in a loud 
and blustering mguner. He appeared 
to be under the influence of liquor, 
Mr. Detlor produced his papers, 
which were in proper order, and show- 


ed them to'the man, at the same 
time declaring that he did not appear 
to be in a condition to pass upon 
them. 


The man then tackled the lad, who 
| is only 15 years old, and began to push 
) him about, asking the same questions. 
|He drew a revolver from his pocket 
|and exhibited the weapon, although he 
did not point it. Mr, Detlor came to 
the assistance of the boy and told the 
|man to leave him alone. 

| Again the man made a demonstra- 
tion with the revolver, with many 
threats as to what he was going to do 
j} about putting The Bulletin men into 
jcourt and calling them 
draft evaders, 
pistol at intervals. 

After some twenty minutes of this 
sort of palaver he left them and went 
| away and, according to Meers, entered 
ja hotel on the north side of Jasper 
east.

Present Operation Similar to Counter Offensive North of |

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY 


Paris, Aug. 9—Marshal Foch has 
struck the Germans on a new front 
and French opinion, lay and profes- 
sional. is lost in admiration of the 
manner in which the biow has been 
carried out. Military observers agree 
that the new stroke may have im- 
| portant consequences. The present 
manoeuvre is similar to the counter 
offensive north of the Marne in that 
it is directed toward squeezing two 
sides of a salient. 

Ahead of the front which the allies 
have already reached lies the Per- 
onne-Roye highway and they are 
gaining rapidly toward it. This road 
has the same importance to the pre- 
sent battle as the Soissons-Chateau 
Thierry road in the battle for Fere-en- 
Tardenois. If the allies reach it all 
the German troops south of a line 
through Montdidier, Lasigny and Noy- 
on would be placed in as serious a pre- 
dicament as those on the Marne on 
July 18. That would be the first and 
immediate consequence. 

Quite apart from the ultimate ef- 
fects, the first day's fighting relieved 
Amiens from the German 3 -enace 
Montdidier has been surrounded and 
it will be possible to ve-estublish the 
great northern railroad through 
Amiens, the lack of which has seri- 
ously handicapped the allies during 
the past four months,

ations, Therefore, in giving out any) 
statement as to this important section 
of the city’s municipal activities, it 
would be well to make clear the 
agency under which it is created, 

It is called into being by the Pro- 
vincial Health Act of 1911, which im- 
poses upon every city and town the 
necessity of forming a board of health 
for its own particular district, and thie 
board has the right of each year ask- 
ing the local municipal authorities for 
the sum of money required to carry on 
its work, If the local authorities fail 
to do this, the provincial health of- 
ficer has the power to appoint a 
medical officer for any district, and 
can call upon the local authorities to 
defray the cost. 

The board of health of Edmonton 
is appointed by the city council, as by 
doing so they are carrying out the 
Provisions of the Provincial Health 
Act. The médical officer ia also ap- 
pointed by the city council, and ac- 
cording to the act the appointment 
should be made ma ar ae To some 
degree the authority Of the board of 
health is separate and not controllable 
by the city council, as, dor instance, 
they are in the position of requiring 
corncil to provide for what they con- 
sider essential, as the act says that 
the municipal authority shall ry tor, 


“vote euch sums as are nece for, 
the carrying on of the work 6f the 
board of health. 

The medical officer, in the case of 
Edmonton the post being held by Dr, 
Whitelaw, is the executive officer of 
the board of health, and he has such 
power as is vésted in the board. His 
direct superior may be said to be the 
Provincial health officer. 

Members of the board of health for 
Edmonton are Dr, Park, Dr. Collins, 
and Dr. Carmichael, of Edmonton 
South, with the mayor of the city for 
the time being and the*city engineer, 
and the medical officer as executive} 
officer. There are no particular 
times for meeting specified in the act, 
but {ft does say that monthly reports 
of cases of infectious diseases occur- 
ring in the district shall be sent to the| 
provincial health department, and also 
that not later than September of each 
year a report on the sanitary condi-| 
tion of each city or town shall be 
made by the board of health to the 
municipal authority. 

Inspectors necessary to carry out 
the work of the department are ap- 
pointed by the board of health, and 
they can add to and reduce their 
number as they see fit. 

Having thus made clear the present 
position of the health department to 
the effect that to a considerable de- 
gree it is acting under authority in- 
dependent of the city council, al- 
though the city has to furnish all the 
necessary funds, it might be well to 
sqy that little, if any, friction has ever 
arisen between the two bodies and 
that in times of financial stress the 
department has always been ready to} 
answer to the call of the city for 
economy. 

Also it must not be omitted to state 
that the city has its own health by- 
laws which are adninistered by the 
department, and that such a depart- 
ment was in existence in the city be- 
fore the passing of the provincial 
statute. Dr. Whitelaw was appointed 
as medical officer to the city in 1908, 


and before him the office was held 
by Dr. Turnan, Dr. Irving, and Dr, 
Braithwaite. 


As for the work of the department. | 
it is concerned with all matters of) 
sanitation whereby the health of the! 
inhabitants might be affected, it has) 
charge of the notification and control! 
of cases of infectious diseases, it keeps 
watch over the purity of the city 
water supply and tests wells used in 
the city. It guards against the sale 
of bad or improper food in the city by 
markets, stores, hotels, and restaur- 
ants and wholesale houses, and also! 
controls the manner in which food 1s 
exposed for sale and when being pre- 
pared in lake hauses, hotel and re-! 
staurant kitchens. _ One office is to 
protect the public from short weight) 
in bread sold in the city. Then milk 
gold in the city is under the vigorous 
supervision of the department. The 
medical officer is the public vaceinator 
for the city, and in addition to this, 
he has other duties which can be com-| 
mented upon jater. | 

Until 1918 the scavenging work of 
the city was in the charge of the| 
health department. 

The above instances have only been) 
quoted as some justification for the 
existence of the health department, if) 
any were needed, for in most cities it 
is recognized as one of the essentials 
of municipal administration, In Buro- 
pean countries the health officer is) 
regarded as a most important and) 
necessary individual, also the work 
that he has in charge. 

In the Dominion, not only in the 
east, but in the west, cities, by reason 
of rapid growth, have had severe con 
ditions of epidemic disease to contend 
with, the causes of which have been) 
variously laid to bad sanitation, the 
difficulty of securing good water, or) 
its purification not properly attended! 
to, and milk supplies of indifferent) 
nature. The floating character of a; 
large part of the city populations has 
added greatly to the difficulties that 
have had to be overcome. However, 
these conditions in general have been 
enormously ameliorated, and im what 
has been achieved in combatting dis-, 
ease by banishing sources of infection 
the health departments of the cities

Hie work te 
chiefly in dealing with cases of in- 
fectious disease, He attends to the) 
notification of cases, places the notices 
on dwellings, and sees that the quar-| 
antine regulations are observed. Hej 
has also to trace sources of infection, 
and if eanitary conditions are ques- 
tionable or If it is discovered that per- 
sons suffering from disease are mix-; 
ing with the public in general, then 
the department takes action to have 
the conditions rectified. This official 
does not remove patients to the iso- 
lation hospital. That ts usually done! 
by the medical man in charge of the} 
case, who also continues to attend the) 
case If desired. 

There are two sanitary inspectors, 
one having charge of the east end of 
the city and the other the west, while 
they cover the south side jointly. 
These men are supplied with motor 
bieyeles by the department, and con-| 
sidering the wide area they have to 


be efficiently performed. These men| 
deal with all matters of sanitation,! 
both inside and outside of buildings, | 
complaints of nuisances existing, and 
other éimilar matters. Their work is 
difficult, as a good many people are 
aware of the obstacles that are often 
placed in the way of carrying out such 
investigations, but there is not the 
smallest complaint that is not looked 
into by these men and rectified if it 
comes within the scope of the depart- 
ment. 

The men who look after the purity 
of the food supplied to the public 
through the agencies of the stores, 
markets, hotels, restaurants, etc., are 
two in number, and they maintain a 
close watch on what is sold to the 
public in the way of food through 
these sources, 

Meat brought into the city for eale 
or slaughtered in the city for sale has 
all to be passed by the food inspectors, 
The only exceptions are the packing 
plants, where the meat is passed by 
Dominion inspectors. 

It is also within the province of 
these men to see that food is not un- 
duly exposed, where it can be con- 
taminated by dust, files, or any other 
source of contact, The restiurant 
kitchens and hotel kitchens dre all 
visited, and it is seen how the food is 
handled and whether tho kitchen 
utensils are kept clean. It might be 
said that this is a most important part 
of the work, for the reason that 
neither the kitchens nor the utensils 
are kept as clean as they should be, 
and conditions would be much worse 
not for the visits of the in- 


6pectors. 

As before siated, the food inspectors 
have charge of the duty of looking 
after the bakers and bread sellers, to 
see that the loaves sold are up to 
the standard weight demanded by the 


The milk supply in the city is super- 
vised by means of a milk inspector, 
who tests the milk sold in the city. He 


visits the premises of the dairy com- 
panies, and the milk obtained is eub- 
jected to tests for butter-fat, also gross 
dirt content, and bacteriological tests 
are also made. By thie means a pretty 
effectual check is kept on the milk 
sold in the city. There is another in-! 
spector, whose duties take him further 
afield. Jivery dairy that sends milk 
to the city to be sold for human con- 
sumption has to be licensed by the 
city, and to secure this license the 
dairy premises and the herd has to be 
passed by the dairy inspector. 

The duties of the dairy inspector! 
take him as far afield as some 50} 
miles from the city in his visits to the! 
different farms which send milk to the

BETTER TO SND CATTLE NORTH 


Editor The Bulletin: 

Sir,—It is apparent from the many 
articles appearing in The Bulletin and 
many other papers that there is a 
heavy shortage of feed in southern 
Alberta. This is verified daily by 
meeting many cattle and feed men 
from the south. \ 

There is a great deal of comment 
on the advisability of shipping green 
feed and hay south to satisfy this 
shortage rather than to ship the stock 
northward to winter. 

From my experience of ten years in 
central Alberta, the Irma district in 
particular, covering both the handling 
of hay and the wintering of cattle, it 
would appear a decided waste of both 
cash and cars in shipping the hay and 
feed to the south at a time when the 
railways are so handicapped for roll- 
ing stock. Hay cars can be used for 
grain, foodstuffs, munitions, and coal 
Cattle cars can be used for coal only. 

A further item of much importance 
lies in the added expense in putting 
hay and feed in shippable form. Bal- 
ing will cost in the neighborhood of 
$4 per ton, while to haul to station 
and again from station to cattle in 
the south will entail an average of 
around $3 per ton at each end of the 
line. A total extra expense of some 
$10 per ton, With the cattle at hand 
the feed can be used at about the 
eame expense as the handling after de- 
livery at the southern ranch. 
a total losa to bth the cattle man 
and the feed grower. With a very 
small portion’ of this amount expended 
in the construction of shedding in ad- 
dition to the natural shelter so abun- 
dant in the central portion, cattle 
could be wintered as well, if not bet- 
ter, than south.

are included in the reference to 
\‘*safety firsts:’’ There is nothing 
in the article which warrants the 
inference of the correspondent; on 
the contrary, it is expressly stated 
that ‘‘every man who offered his 
“services is entitled to a very 
‘large measure of credit for hav- 
‘‘ing done so.’’ The ‘‘safety 
firsts’’ are in an entirely different 
class. They are the men who, draw- 
ing down pay and appropriating 
credit, have used their political 
pull to save them from the risks 
of active service. Such are the 
men to whom the correspondent 
alludes as having made the notor- 
ious ‘‘Cook’s tours’’ to France, or 
those who avoided active service 
by refusing to revert in rank, It 
is no part of the business of a 
newspaper to question the reasons 
why any certain person takes a 
certain course unless that person 
brings up the question and The 
Bulletin has not done so. 

The word ‘‘veteran’ ’has a dis- 
tinet and definite meaning, thor- 
oughly understood and fully real- 
ized, It means a man who has not 
only rendered war service, but has 
rendered long and efficient war 
service. The distinction between 
a soldier and a veteran is well re- 
cognized, and understood. When 
men who are entitled to the stand- 
ing of veterans unite for the pur- 
pose of mutual enoyment or bene- 
fit, they cannot by any possible 
rules of their organization make 
a man a veteran who is not one, 
and if the organization ineludes in 
its membership men who are not 
really veterans in the well under- 
stood and accepted meaning of the 
word, then the standing of the or- 
ganization as an organization of 
veterans is thereby weakened to 
that extent. No matter how meri- 
torious the action of any individu- 
‘al citizen may be, that does 
not make him a veteran unless he 
is one; nor does it derogate in any 
degree from his merit or standing 
as a citizen that he is not, in fact, 
a veteran. The veteran is the man 
‘who has proven his good intentions 
by hjs risks, his services, his suffer-

It is time to cor-| 
rect them, as has been pointed out) 
before in these columns, We can-| 
not go on forever raising and again} 
raising the interest rate for money be- 
cause if we do, we will be imperilling 
money itself. Our bills and coins will 
descend to such a depreciated value 
that an extravagance which is now 
quite evident will sweep all parts of 
the country, despite admonitions as 
to-thrift and saving. What is the use 
of saving the dollar that will buy only 
fifty per cent. of what the normal! dol- 
lar would purchase? t is high time 
that the finance department, instead 
of patting itself on the back for the 
great success of its previous four war 
loans, should take a look into actual 
surrounding conditions, and into the 
future. The United States has taken 
in billions from its population begin- 
ning at a three and a half per cent. 
rate and ending with a four and a 
quarter per cent. rate, And in face 
of this, Canada offers a regular com- 
mon stock return on the premier 
bonds of the country, We _ should 
abolish tax-free bonds, and we should 
reduce our interest rate on the next 
loan.
